D epartm ent of Health. 
Contributed 
As 
was 
to be 
expected, 
Senator 
O w e n ’ s bill, prov iding for a new cabin­ 
et office to be known as the Department 
of Public Health, has d ie te d a v ariety 
of protests from all sections of the coun­ 
try. 
Homeopathic, eclectic, and osteo- 
pahic physicians declare they see in this 
measure, the fine Italian hand of the 
“ re g ula rs” , the allopathic school of 
medicine, represented by the American 
Medical 
Assoeaition. 
The 
druggists 
are interested in the measure, because of 
utterances emanating from officers of 
this Association, which hav e been con­ 
strued as hostile to the drug trade. 
In 
proof of this, they cite an article in the 
Californit Sta te Medical Journal to the 
effect that the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation proposes to “ establish a chain of 
drug stores owned and controlled by the 
medical profession in which the pre­ 
scriptions of the members will be fil­ 
led.” 
In 
this proposition, the drug 
trade, and especially the manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines, see a menace 
to their business which would be seri- 


i o u s , if th bill had any prospect of 
ssage through congress. 
Ev en more radical than this mov e, is 
.the proposition to control the press in 
the interests of one school of medicine 
through the new Department contem ­ 
plated bv Senator O w e n ’s bill. 
In the 
“ Journal of the American Medical As­ 
sociation,” Dr. (’. G. Williams adv ances 
the 
idea t ha t 
newspapers containing 
adv ertisements of proprietary medicines 
should be denied admission to the mails. 
This he hopes to accomplish through 
special legislation, and by the applica­ 
tion of the existing regulation against 
lottery adv ertisements in 
newspapers. 
As Dr. W illiam s’ 
(heme has the en­ 
dorsement of the American Medical As­ 
sociation and as this body is said to be 
adv ocating .Senator O w e n ’s bill for a 
Department of Public Health, it is in­ 
ferred that the machinery of such a de­ 
partment, should 
it ev er be created, 
would 
be 
utilized 
to 
further 
these 
schemes. 
Senator O w e n ’s bill seems in a fair 
way to start a merry war among our 
medical brethren, whose differing meth­ 
ods hav e apparently only been superfic­ 
ially reconciled. 
The struggle of the 
homeopaths for recognition, and their 
denunciation by the allopaths, is within 
the memory of man, and the oesteo- 
paths are still making a v aliant fight in 
some states for the right to practice ac­ 
cording to their medical doctrine. 
With all this, the layman has little to 
to apparently, except to sit tight and 
hope that his sacred ri^ht to choose his 
own physician will not be taken from 
him by legislativ e enactment. 
Conth-t 
ing medical theories are of little interest 
to the sick man, whose one absorbing de­ 
sire is to get well. 
If the effect of Sena­ 
tor Owen's bill would be to create a 
state school of medicine, if the effect of 
his measure would be to create a medi­ 
cal monopoly in fav or of one particular 
school of medicine, the « hances are tlnu 
the laym an's v oice would be heard in 
loud and v igorous protest.

Sho u ld a p o licy ho lder b eco me ill 
he is to mail the fo rm and the mo ment it is receiv ed a trained nu rse will 
b e assigned to him. While the case is p ro gressing the insu red is giv en daily 
attentio n witho u t co st b ey o nd his regu lar p remiu ms, with the chances dis­ 
tinctly in fav o r o f his reco v ery and a like gain in the mo rtu ary b o o ks o f 
the co rp o ratio n. 
It is co ntended that the p lan will b e effectiv e in ano ther way , a 
b it will 
help deserv ing nu rses in their wo rk, at the same time that help Is ex tended 
to the su fferers who are p o licy ho lders in the co mp any . 
In additio n to this 
is the adv ertising which will co me fro m su ch an u ndertaking and the ad­ 
ditio nal talking p o int it will giv e the co mp any ’s agents. 
It is w'ell kno wn 
that life insu rance co mp anies are at war with co nsu mp tio n and ev ery o ther 
reco gnized p lagu e o f civ ilizatio n, and, 
they argu e, if the 
sp read o f any 
kno wn disease is checked it Is no t o nly a hu manitarian b u t a go o d b u siness 
p ro p o sitio n to get into the wo rk o f nu rsing the insu red to health. 
That the ex p eriment is likely to p ro v e p o p u lar was ev idenced a fo rt­ 
night ago when a p ro minent New Yo rker, b eco ming acq u ainted with the 
p ro p o sal, do nated ninety acres o f land in the hills no t fifty miles fro m the 
metro p o lis, to gether with $100,000 in cash, fo r the erectio n o f a sanitariu m. 
The do no r is no t a sto ckho lder In the co mp any , b u t was co nv inced that 
su ch an u ndertaking o n the p art o f a b ig insu rance co mp any wo u ld sp read 
u ntil it co mp rehended similar o rganizatio ns thro u gho u t the co u ntry , thu s 
p ro v iding ho sp itals fo r tho u sands o f p eo p le who o therwise wo u ld b e u n­ 
ab le to av ail themselv es o f p ro p er treatment and care.
